To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Cheltenham  Rural  District  Council, 


Mr,  Cliairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  19^2  on  the  healthy 
environmental,  hygiene  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District. 

The  Report  is  jJ^epared  as  required  by  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations 
1955  and  Circular  I/63  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  I am  indebted  to  other 
officers  for  many  of  the  particulars  and  especially  to  Mr.  E.  H.  Rosser,  the 
Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  sections  dealing  with  the 
work  of  his  department. 

The  Birth  Rate  19.1  and  Death  Rate  9.0  compare  favourably  with  the 
national  average,  but  this  year  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  higher  in  the 
Rural  District  than  in  the  County  or  country  as  a whole.  To  some  extent 
this  unfavourable  feature  is  offset  by  the  relatively  low  still  birth  rate. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  continued  to  be  exceptionally  light, 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  success  of  campaigns  fer  immunisation  against  diseases. 

Main  sewerage  schemes  in  the  villages  are  undertaken  according  to  a 
system  of  priority  based  on  need.  The  V/ar  Department  Sewerage  Works  c.t 
Ashchurch  were  taken  over  and  works  of  restoration  commenced.  The  Laverton 
sewerage  scheme  was  completed  and  that  at  Dumbleton  nearly  so.  Tenders  were 
invited  for  the  scheme  at  Staverton  and  preparations  made  for  similar  under- 
takings at  Up  Hatherley,  Toddington  and  Twyning, 

Water  mains  were  extended  to  serve  private  housing  development  at 
Bishops  Cleeve  and  Woodmancote  and  a link  main  laid  at  Woodmancote  to  augment 
the  supply. 

The  programme  for  dealing  with  unfit  houses  is  virtually  complete. 

A new  type  of  dwelling  for  elderly  people  was  built  at  Winchcombe.  It 
is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  persons  who  require  some  assistance  to  enable 
them  to  carry  on  in  their  own  homes.  There  are  sixteen  dv;ellings  in  this 
group  and  in  addition  a flat  for  the  warden,  a recreation  room  and  two 
bedrooms  for  guests, 

I am  grateful  for  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  members  of 
the  Council  for  their  continued  support  and  to  the  Staff  for  their  ready 
co-operation  throughout  the  year,

POPULATION 


The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  population  for  mid  1962  is 
32,440,  it  is  1300  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  annual  increase  in 
recent  years  is  more  than  maintained.  The  natural  increase  of  population  by 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  328. 

BIRTH  RATE 


There  were  621  live  births  making  the  Birth  Rate  19.1  per  1,000  of  the 
population  which  again  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  I8.O  for  England  & 
Vifales. 

DEATH  RATE 

293  people  died  during  the  year,  the  Death  Rate  being  9.0  deaths  per 
1,000  of  the  population  as  against  11.9  for  the  Country  as  a whole. 

INF^-NT  MORTALITY 


Eighteen  infants  died  imder  one  year  of  age,  so  that  the  Infant  Mortality 
rate  is  29.0  such  deaths  per  1,000  Live  Births.  This  rate  is  much  higher  than 
the  national  rate  20.7.  The  causes  of  the  deaths  in  this  period  were  given  as 
prematurity  4,  congenital  deformities  7,  respiratory  conditions  6 and  accidental 
1.  Nine  of  the  infantile  deaths  took  place  in  the  early  neonatal  period 
v/ithin  one  week  of  birth.  The  early  neonatal  death  rate  must  be  considered 
in  relation  to  the  still  birth  rate  and  although  the  neonatal  death  rate 
compares  unfavourably  for  the  Rural  District,  the  still  birth  rate  is 
favourable.  Thus  when  the  early  neonatal  deaths  and  the  still  births  are 
combined  in  the  perinatal  mortality  the  rate  for  the  Rural  District  is  27.0, 
v/hich  is  lower  than  the  County  Rate  29.8, 

CANCER 


Twenty-seven  men  and  nineteen  women  died  of  cancer,  eight  of  the  male 
deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  Even  so  the  death  rate  from  this 
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cause  is  lower  than  in  the  country  as  a whole.

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  but  six  new  cases  were” notified. 

These  tables  set  out  clearly  the  position  with  regard  to  tuberculosis  today. 
New  cases  appear,  so  sources  of  infection  are  present,  deaths  are  rare  and 
85  persons  remain  on  the  register. 

Modern  treatment  often  gives  a rapid  cure  and  tuberculosis  could  be  eliminated 
if  full  support  were  given  to  preventive  measures  such  as  Mass  Radiography 
to  find  the  sources  of  xnfection,  B.C.G.  Vaccination  and  tracing  contacts. 

The  Council  plays  its  part  in  giving  priority  in  re-housing  tuberculous 
persons. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH 


Food  and  Drugs  Ac~t  193^  - Clean  Food  and  Food  Hygiene 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  are  in 
force  for  securing  hygienic  methods  in  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery 
of  food  for  sale  in  the  open  air.  The  Food  Hygience  Regulations  require  that 
clean  food  'should  be  dealt  with  only  by  clean  persons  in  clean  premises, 
using  clean  equipment. 

Food  shops  and  similar  establishments  are  inspected  regularly  to  ensure 
that  food  is  wholesome  and  that  the  premises  comply  with  requirements. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 

Section  A?  - Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons 

in  need  of  care  and  attention 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951  - Section  1 


These  Acts  give  local  authorities  power  to  apply  to  the  Courts  for  the 
compulsory  removal  of  aged  or  sick  persons  who  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions  and  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving, 
from  other  people,  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  necessary  to  remove  compulsorily  to  hospital  an  elderly  man 
suffering  from  paralysis  agitans  and  unable  to  feed  himself  pioperly,  to 
dress  or  keep  himself  clean. 

The  Home  Kelp  Service  and  Old  People's  Vi/elfare  Committee  have  been  of 
great  assistance  to  many  elderly  people,  enabling  them  to  carry  on  in  their 
own  homes. 

Old  People's  Welfare  Committee 

The  Council  have  set  up  an  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  to  co  orlinate 
the  efforts  of  •''oluntary  workers  on  behalf  of  old  people  in  the  Rural 
District.  This  Committee  has  proved  most  useful,  it  meets  quarterly  and  is 
attended  by  representatives  from  each  parish,  who  report  on  the  local  situa 
tion. 

Problem  Families 


The  scheme  agreed  between  the  County  Council  and  District  Council  for 
the  rehabilitation  of  problem  families,  continued  to  operate  during  the  year. 
Under  the  scheme,  the  County  Council  guarantee  75%  of  the  rent  if  the  case 
is  accepted. 

When  arrears  of  rent  are  such  as  to  render  a family  liable  to  eviction 
from  a Council  house,  the  circumstances  are  reported  to  the  County  Social 
V/elfare  Officer.  Forty  families  v/ere  under  supervision  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  but  during  the  year,'  ten  cases  were  withdrawn  from  the  scheme*  in 
five  cases  because  the  rent  arrears  v;ere  paid  and  the  problems  resolved; 
in  two  cases  because  the  incomes  were  adequate  and  there  were  no  problems* 
and  in  the  remaining  three  cases  because  of  satisfactory  settlement  for 
miscellaneous  reasons. 

Several  families  were  evicted  by  the  Council  but  were  rehoused  in  the 
Council's  intermediate  type  accommodation  at  Greet.  These  families  are 
still  visited  by  the  Social  Welfare  Officer. 

The  Council  rehoused  one  family  from  the  County  Council's  hostel  for 
temporary  accommodation  and  none  of  the  families  at  this  hostel  are  awaiting 
rehousing  by  the  Rural  District  Council.'

Laboratory  Facilities 

Samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice-cream  and  pathological  specirrtns  are  sent 
for  bacteriological  analysis  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Walton  Street, 
Oxford.  The  laboratory  is  part  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  of  the 


Specimens  for  chemical  examination  are  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst, 
Bristol  or  to  the  County  and  City  Analyst,  Worcester. 


This  service  is. .organised  by  the  County . Council  and  a charge  is  made 
according  to  a scale  of  assessment.  . . ; ..  

The  Home  Help  takes  over  the  running  of  the  home  where  the  housewife  is 
temporarily  incapacitated  through  illness.  As  noted  elsev;here,  the  Service  is 
very  useful  to  old  people  who  can  no  longer  manage  because  of  infirmity 

Miss  L.  C.  Cross,  the  Area  Home  Help  Organiser,  reports  that  during  the 
year,  I5I  cases  received  assistance  through  the  Service.  Help  has  been 
provided  in  all  cases  of  real  need.

V.'hile  the  pool  is  maintained  and  administered  by  the  Parish  Council,  the 
watcT  is  supplied  by  the  Pui-al  District  Council,  at  a reduced  rate.  Chlorina 
tio?'  is  carried  out  by  means  of  sulphate  of  ammonia  and  chloros  and  the  pool  is 
emptied,  thoroughly  cleansed  and  re -filled  at  a2jp.rnximately  fortnightly  intervals 
Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken  periodically. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


^ considerable  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  within  the  statutory  supply 
area  of  the  Gloucester  and  Cheltenham  Corporations'  v/ater  undertakings.  The 
Council's  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the  year. 

All  these  supplies  are  chlorinated.  Twenty  one  samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  analysis  from  public  supplies  and  forty  tv/o  from  private  supplies 
None  of  the  waters  are  liable  to  have  plumbo  solvent  action.  Contamination  did 
not  occur  in  any  form.

Report  by  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  on  the 

v/ork  of  his  Department  for  the  year  1962 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  again  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  for  which  I am  responsible  to  the  Council. 

The  activities  of  the  Council  have  continued  to  increase  and  in  the 
succeeding  part  of  the  report  it  is  proposed  to  deal  with  various  duties  under 
separate  headings,  unless  they  have  already  been  dealt  with  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 


HOUSING 

The  majority  of  houses  erected  in  the  district  were  by. private  enterprise 
and  these  v/ere  a.uickly  purchased,  contracts  for  many  of  tliem  being  signed 
before  foundations  were  completed.  The  number  of  houses  completed  in  the 
district  during  the  year  totalled  6l2,  and  of  these  579  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise  and  35  by  the  Council.  Included  in  the  ijrivate  enterprise  figures 
are  A8  by  the  Bishops  Cleeve  Housing  Association,  bringing  the 'total  number  of 
houses  owned  by  them  to  538,  with  others  in  course  of  erection. 

Many  of  the  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year  were 
purchased  and  occupied  by  persons  from,  areas  beyond  the.  Rural  District  and 
v;ith  the  increasing  number  of  residents,  there  follows  the  increase  demand  for 
other  services  such  as  wa-*-or  supply,  sewerage  and  refuse  collection.  V/ith  a 
few  exceptions,  the  houses  contair-ed  tv/o  or  throe  bedrooms  and  by  taking  a 
figure  of  slightly  over  three  persons  per  house,  this  means  that  approximately 
2,000  persons  v/ere  provided  v/ith  permanent  ccccomm.odation.  This  is  a record, 
both  as  regards  the  number  of  houses  and  persons. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  comipleted  the  first  group  of  dwellings  for 
aged  persons  at  Winchcombe.  This  scheme  gives  accommodation  for  seventeen 
separate  persons  with  a warden  in  charge.  Previous  to  this,  the  Council 
accommodated  such  persons  by  means  of  bungalov/s  and  one  bedroom,  flats.  The 
nev/  system  has  been  so  successful  that  the  Council  decided  to  proceed  with 
similar  schemes  at  Ashchurch  and  Shurdington.  At  the  end  of  the  year  good 
progress  had  been  made  at  the  Ashchurch  site  and  plans  v/ere  in  course  of 
propciration  for  the  Shurdington  scheme. 

The  Council  has  maintained  its  activities  regarding  improvement  grants 
and  owners  of  property  are  encouraged  to  make  applications  and  every 
assistance  is  given  to  applicants.  There  are  still  many  properties  in  need  of 
improvement  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  course  of  timie,  the  majority,  if  not  all, 
will  take  advantage  of  the  benefits  of  the  scheme. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  attention  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that 
corrosion  of  the  alurainiumi  members  of  the  prefabricated  dwellings  at 
V/inchcombe  was  taking  place  and  this  was  confirmed  by  an  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  It  was  decided  to  erect  permanent 
houses  at  the  rear  of  uhese  dwellings  and  in  due  course  to  re-house  the  tenants. 
By  the  end  of  the  year,  tenders  had  been  accepted  and  work  commenced  upon  the 
erection  of  23  nev/  houses  and  flats. 

Repairs  to  Council  Houses 

Repairs  to  Council  houses  are  generally  carried  out  by  direct  labour, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  employed  a total  of  fourteen  men  upon  this 
work  (not  including  part  time  of  the  Foremen),  The  following  figures  show

Improvement  Grants 

The  provisions  of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  have  been 
fully  implemented  as  regards  Standard  Grants.  For  a number  of  years  the 
Council  have  fully  operated  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  regarding 
Discretionary  Grants  and  there  is  now  a steady  flow  of  applications  under 
both  headings. 

During  the  year  35  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  affecting 
42  properties  and  8 applications  for  Star dard  Grants  affecting  9 properties 
v/ere  approved.  The  total  number  of  Discretionary  Grants  approved  since  the 
Council  became  the  autliority  for  dealing  with  these  cases  has  risen  to  437 
cases  affecting  515  properties  and  the  amount  of  grants  approved  totals 
£156,894  up  to  the  end  of  I962,  The  total  number  of  Standard  Grants  so  far 
approved  affected  57  properties  and  the  estimated  amount  of  grants  involved 

was  £6,639- 


The  results  have  in  all  instances  been  very  satisfactory  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  this  scheme  has  not  only  enabled  properties  to  be  brought  up 
to  a good  standard,  but  it  has  been  the  means  of  retaining  properties  which 
possess  features  that  are  not  present  in  modern  houses.  In  addition,  it 
has  enabled  accommodation  to  be  retained  and  thus  avoided  the  Council  having 
to  provide  more  houses  for  the  occupants.

LOANS  FOR  HOUSE  PURCHASE 

This  is  another  heading  under  which  there  is  considerable  activity. 

The  work  involved  is  first  in  chocking  the  plans  and  specifications  prior  to 
loan  sanction  and  afterwards  inspection  of  the  v/ork  to  see  that  it  is  satis- 
factory, and  certifying  payment  at  the  appropriate  stages. 

During  the  year  advances  v/ere  made  in  8?  cases,  these  t tailing 
£l84,106,  the  total  advances  to  the  end  of  1962  v/as  466,  the  amount  loaned 
being  £741,438.  These  figures  do  not  include  those  relating  to  the  Bishops 
Cleove  Housing  Association  and  the  Dowty  Housing  Association,
